Owing to the lateness of the 
crops last year,together with early 
frosts and the consequent injury 
to a large amouut of grain throu- 
ghout the Province,it is necessary 
this year to have seed grain tested 
before sowing. ‘This applies par- 
ticularly to oats and barley, in 
which frost is often difficult to 
detect. Quite frequently we find 
that plump, heavy oats have been 
seriously damaged for seed pur- 
poses. Furthermore, oats are 
more liable to serious injury. par- 
ticularly if the frost catches them 
at an early stage; a frost of a 
few degrees often being sufficient 
to ruin oats for seed. Samples

FORCE OF LIGHTNING. 


An Ordinary Stroke Is About Equal to 
Fifty Thousand Horsepower. 

Frequently surprise is expressed at 
the effect of a stroke of lightning 
which splinters a large tree or wrecks 
a tall chimney, but if the enormous 
power developed by an ordinary stroke 
of lightning is taken into considera- 
tion the wonder will be that the effect 
fs so small. 

Scientists estimate that an “ordi- 
nary” stroke of lightning is of 50,000 
horsepower. That is force sufficient to | 
drive the largest battleship ever built | 
at top speed. The lightning stroke, | 
however, travels ut a speed of 186,000 
miles per second. We think we see a | 
flash of lightning, but as a matter of | 


fact what we see is only the memory | - 


of a flash. The electrical current has 
been absorbed by the earth long before 
we are conscious of having seen the 
flash. A person struck by a direct 
flash would never see it, 

The average electromotive force of a 
“bolt” of lightning is about 3,500,000 
volts, and the current is 14,000,000 am- 
peres. In such a “bolt” there is energy 
e@qual to 2,450,000 volts, or 3,284,182 
horsepower. Some day a wizard will 
arise who will capture and bind a 
“bolt” of lightning and with it turn all

THE USES OF HORSE HAIR 


| White Hair Made Into Violin Bows— 
| Black Ones for Variety of Pur- 
poses. 
The subject of the preparation of 
orse-hair for commercial pu! poses 
| is @ very attractive one, the process 
| being curious and very elabo.ate. 
| The horsehair arrives ‘n 
| Weighing about balf a ton each, 
| and valued at $600. The chiel source 
|es of supply are Great Britain North 
and South América, Australia, Ger- 
many, Russia and China.. The tails 
supply the best bair because they are 
hard, the manes being soft, and there- 
fore of inferior value. 

The long hairs are suitable for par- 
ticular purposes, but those of ordin- 
ary length are prepared for stuffing 
furniture and other upholstering work. 

The hair is first sorted over suction 
screens, which draw out and carry 
away the dust. Color forms the first 
asis of classification, black, white and 
grey hair being sorted out, and after 
+this the hair is divided up, according 
to its various lengths and its quality. 
| That which is ‘o appear black is dyed 
in logwood, washed and dried. Then 
the various hairs are mixed in separ- 
ate heaps, to make stuffings of various 
values. After this the material pass- 
es through a series of mixing machin- 
es or mills, provided with exhaust to 
extract any dust which remains. 

The hair is now spun into ropes, 
which are again twisted on themselv- 
es, and by a third operation further 
twisted into a convolute shape. They 
are then soaked in cold water for two 
hours, after which they are baked in 
a temperature of over 350 degrees 
Fahenhelt for twelve hours. This 
damp heat destroys all vaceria life 
that might possibly exist in the hair, 
and also fixes the curl, and the ropes 
are hung up to cool for three days. 

The inferior qualities are then un- 
twisted and carded by machinery 
while the good qualities ave opened 
out and carefully hand-carded. 

The very finest grades cost up to 
$1.75 a Ib. wholesale, and as it takes 
about forty pounds of hair to make 
a full-sized mattress, it will be seen 
that the cost to the ordinary individ- 
ual is rather prohibitive. The late 
Queen Victoria was very partial to 
horse-hair mattresses, and always in- 
sisted upon having the best quality of 
white horse-hair. 

The longest tails come from China 
and Russia. These are first disinfect- 
ed, then they are dipped in a bath of 
soft soap and soda, after which they 
are wet hackled to get out all the 
short fur. The sorted hairs are dry 
carded, being piled up on a board stud- 
ded with long pins, and drawn from 
the two ends between an old razor 
and the thumb to lengths of five inch- 
e 


8. 

White hair, which ts 30 in ches in 
length and upwards !s used for violin 
bows. Black hair, which is slightly 
stronger, is used for bows for double 
basses. Shorter hair, agcording to its 
length, is tied into bundles, and is 
sold to brush makers or to plume 
makers for ornamenting helmets and 
the bridles of cavalry horses. 

Long hair is also extensively em- 
ployed for weaving into hair-cloth for 
upholstery, in which a linen warp is 
used, and also in making the cloth 
which tailors use for stiffening the 
garments, when it recelves a warp of 
cotton. 

The official wigs of judges and bar- 
risters are made from specially pick- 
ed out hair, known as “dead” hair, be- 
cause {t has no glint upon it. 

The hair from the tails of cows and 
oxen is also used tor one or two pur- 
poses. The cow tails are dressed 
whole and undyed for export to South 
Africa for the use of the native. The 
natives insist on the hair being un- 
dyed, and they plate it into bangles 
and over snuff-boxes, as well as com- 
bine it with the wire which is wound 
round sjamboks and sticks. They al 
so use It for threading beads. 

Cow hair is also drawn for weaving 
into sieve bottoms, to form strainers 
for cooks and gunpowder manufac- 
turers, while horse-hair bags are used 
for oil and cider presses and for brew- 
ers’ straining cloths. 

Lastly, goats hair from China and 
Tibet, being very soft, Is used in the 
manufacture of babies’ brushes.

HUDSON BAY ROUTE TO BE REM. 
} EDY FOR TROUBLE 


Hon. Geo. E. Foster Advocates the 

Construction of Another Canadian 
| Route to Europe by the Hudson Bay 
Railroad, as a Remedy for the Pres- 
ent Car Shortage. 


Ottawa, Ont—The moral drawn 
_ from the present car shortage in the 
West is to build more outlets for the 
wheat and rush to completion the con- 
struction of another Canadian route 
| to Europe by the Hudson Bay rail- 
| road, according to Hon. Geo. E. Fos- 
, ter. minister of trade and commerce. 
This was his conclusion in summing 
|up the pres:nt situation in the West 
jin reply to a question by W. A. Buch- 
}anan, M. P. for Medicine Hat, who 
| drew attention to the serious state of 
{affairs in southern Alberta. 

Hon. Mr. Foster said that this was 
an exceptional year. The lateness of 
the harvest, the coal shortage, and 
| the weather conditions, combined with 
a large output, all tended to make the 
| situation acute. The conditions were 
| undoubtedly serious. He had reason 
|to believe that the railroads were 
| doing all they could to meet the situa- 
| tion. Hon, Mr. Foster quoted figures 
|which went to show that more cars 
had been inspected in Winnipeg than 
|any previous year, despite the short 
; season. Up to December 41, 1908, 
there vere 50,616 cars inspected; 1909 
69,748; 1910, 59,124, and 1912, 83,124. 

Some 24,000 cars more were handled 
this year than last. He quoted figur- 
es also which showed that the C.P.R. 
|had handled 13,000 more than last 
year. Despite this, the fact remain- 
ed that the railroads had been unsuc- 
| cessful in taking away the farmers’ 
crops. The elevators had particular 
| difficulty in hauling the crop owing 
to the range of grain and their quali- 
|ties. He had representatives of the 
\three Western railroads meet him in 
Ottawa, and he urged on them to 
‘strain every effort to meet the situa- 
tion.

Toronto, Ont.—With reference to 
the refusal of Premier Borden to dis- 
allow the confiscatory legislation of 
the Alberta Government against the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
way company, W. R. Clarke, president 
of the Company, who is here consult- 
ing his solicitors, said recently: 

“The refusal of Premier Borden to 
disallow the Alberta Governinent’s 
|legislation is disappointing, but not 
overwhelming. Our position would 
have been disapproved by disallow- 
ance, but is not weakened by the lack 
of it. We will fight right on until we 
reach the privy council in England, 
and if we don’t get reimbursement for 
our settled e:ferprise there, we will 
take it up internationally. The rights 
of our little railway are analagous, 
and as good as the rights of any rail- 
way in Canada, and we will fight for 
our rights to the finish.” 


BRITAIN IS WARNED 


“With Germany and Japan Its a Ward 
and a Biow,” Says Strategist 

London, Eng.--A gloomy prophecy 
as to the probability of conflicts in the 
Pacific coast was made by the well- 
known lecturer on military strategy, 
T. W. M. Maguire at a meeting of the 
Royal Colonial Instititute. 

Mr. Maguire described the Pacific 
ocean as the “stratégic centre of man- 


kind” and warned both the United 
States and Great Britain that “noth- 
ing could give them security but a 


race of military men, as with nations 
like Germany and Japan it was a word 
and a blow.” 

The yellow race, he said, were going 
to demand equality of treatment. Jap- 
an was at present Great Britain's 
alley, but that would only last as long 
as the British alliance was worth hav-

It is the 
heart that He ‘as regard to. He 
searcheth the heart and tries the reine 
and desires trut’t in the inward parte 
(I Sam. xvi, 3; Jer. xvii, 10) 

In these days ‘the Lord Jesus Christ 
je very little ssroken of or thought of 
as King of the Jews, and the church 
as a whole has po use for Israel as a 
nation and does not want to hear of 
the return of Crist, seemingly having 
no place in her faith for the worda of 

jthe prophet wio predicted His birth 
at Bethlehem, end spoke of Him as “a 
{governor that shall rule my people 
Israel” (lessun verse 6; Mic. v, 2). 
Nathaneal spok® of Him as “the Son of 
God, the King of Israel,” and Zephan 
iah ‘in phophedc vision saw Him as 
“the King of Israel, even Jehovah, in 
}the midst of Jerusalem” (John i, 49; 
Zeph. iii, 14, 15). Oh, for such vision 
now and the zeal and devotion of these 
wise men fron the east! The same 
city Jerusalem, to which they came 
seeking Him tn order to worship Him 
shall yet be bis throne, and al! the 
nations shai! te gathered unto it to 
the name of te Lord, to Jerusalem 
(Jer. fii, 17%. Then shall the Lord 
stain the pride of all glory and bring 
{nto contempt a1 the honorable of the 
earth. He shall startle many nations 


as their kings shall see and consider | 


that which they had not heard, and 
thereafter, they will be glad to bring 
their wealth to Israel and show forth 
the praises of the Lord (Isa. xxiii, 9: 
ili, 15, R. V., margin; ix, 5, 6). Then 
shall all such as Herod have some 
cause to be troubled, for all kings and 
mighty men as well as people In or- 
| dinary life shali call to mountains and 
rocks to fall on them and hide them 
from the face of Him on the throne 
and from the wrath of the Lamb (Rev 
vi, 15-17). It is in reference to that 
time that we have the exhortation, “Be 
wise now, therefore, O, ye kings: * * 
* kiss the Son lest * * * ye perish’ 
(Ps. ii, 10-12). What a long conflict 
it has been since it started in Eden: 
how much the saints have suffered 
and still suffer, and children, too. be 
cause of the hatred of the great ad 
versary, the murderer, the father oj 
lies, the devil. Who would not pray 
that the kingdom of righteousness 
might come and the adversary be ban 
ished from the air and the earth? Can 
we wonder that the great King has 
said that He will not rest until it come 
to pass that we are not to rest nor 
give Him rest until it come (Isa. xxxii 
1, 17; Ixil, 1-7). If all believers were 
right with God, seeking first His king 
dom, worshiping Him with their treas- 
ures as these wise men did, would 
there not be an abundance of men and 
money to carry the gospel every- 
where? . 
The vast majority of so-called believ 
ers seem to be asleep, utterly indif. 
ferent to the worldwide opportunities. 
Neither the gospel, nor He of whom 
it tells can fail (Isa. xlli, 4; lv, 11) 
The church will be completed, but who 
can tell how much we may be hinder- 
ing? It is high time to awake, to 
arise from the dead things and people 
all about us and become spirit filled 
to buy up the opportunities. Like 
aged Simeon, these men recognized 
the young child as the king whom they 
had come to worship. What a con- 
trast between them and the man who 
sold the Lord Jesus Christ to His en- 
emies for thirty pieces of silver! 
| What is your estimate of Him? Isa 
bit of this world’s pleasure or treasure 
more to you than He is. or is He to 
you the altogether lovely one? Do 
| you spend little on yourself compared 
with what you would give to Him? 
How far would you gladly journey to 
make Him knqwn to others? At least 
twelve times in t gospel it is 
| written “that it mi be fulfilled” or 
“then was fulfilled” U, 22; if, 15, 17, 
123; iv, 14; viii, 17; xff, 17; xilf, 45; xxt, 
(4: xxvi, 56; xvii, 9, 35), reminding us 
of His own words after His resurrec- 
tion, “All things must be fulfilled 
which were written * * * concerning 
Me” (Luke xxiv, 44). I believe that 
our devotion to Him will be in pro- 
portion to our confidence in Him as 
the fulfiller and fulfillment of all 
Scripture. If He is to us not only our 
Saviour from the wrath to come and 
our deliverer from the power of pres- 
ent sin, but also a real King, King of 
kings and Lord of lords, as well as 
King of Israel, assuring us that we 
‘may sit with Him in His throne and 
reign with Him over the earth (Rey.
